In a show of bipartisan 
agreement, Costello agreed 
that ground forces should 
not be deployed until 
Congress has a full 
opportunity to debate the 
issue. 

“There has always been 
and will always be questions 
about presidential authority 
to deploy troops,’’ Costello 
said. ‘It would have been 
wise of him to prepare the 
American people with a 
debate on the floor.’”’ 


Costello also said he was 
one of 16 Democrats to vote 
against piving Clinton ‘‘carte 
blanche” in the matter, 
although he does support all 
actions that have been 
taken. 

The congressmen took a 
bus tour of projects related 


to the Metro East 
Stormwater Committee. 
They said there is a vast 
improvement in storm water 
sal but bemoaned the 
lack of long-term remedies. 
“It’s been a Band-Aid 
solution until now,’’ Costello 
said. ‘‘On a positive note, 
this is the first time in many 
years that I’ve seen local, 
federal and state 
government work together to 
solve the storm water 
problems we have here. 
Progress has been made.” 


Shimkus, who said he was 
raised near and often played 
in Canteen Creek, called the 
problems a question of 
“long-range planning vs.

It’s always gratifying to see 
le benefit from investing 
in the stock market — but a 
10,000 percent return? 

That’s what a group of 
eighth-graders achieved in 
merely three months of stack 
marketing. 

Of course, eighth graders 
can’t invest directly in the 
stock market. This was the 
CNBC/MCIWorldCom Student 
Tournament, and the winners 
were members of the 
Investment Club of Port Huron 
South School in Port Huron, 
Mich. 

It’s an amazing feat to turn 
u hypothetical $10,000 
investment into $1 million in 
three months. What's even 
more interesting is how they 
did it. 

The contest allowed a few 
considerations that most 
investors don’t enjoy. The $1 
million result. was without 
brokerage fees or taxes. The 


For example, one guideline 
was to invest in companies 
that affect our lives positively. 
They also wanted stocks in 
promising industries where 
most companies in the sector 
would probably benefit. They 
learn that large companies 
with a diversified product line 
are especially attractive an 
new products. 

The students also looked for 
companies with strong foreign 
exposure, making sure such 
exposure had a positive impact 
on profits. Two of their 
favorite sectors were 
pharmaceuticals and 
telecommunications.

Container Gardening

oes the onset of 
the spring 
planting-season 
make you a little 
envious?

Designs and 
colors abound, too, so 
there’s no. problem 
choosing a suitable one 
Your only criteria is that it 
should be the correct size 
and have adequate 
drainage holes. 


Container gardening 
offers some advantages 
over a traditional one. For 
example, yourre starting 
with ideal soil, something 
most conventional ones 
don’t have, at least not at 
the onset. You can nlove 
plants about with ease 
when they’re in 
containers. Since the 
gardens are smaller, 
they're easier to maintain, 
and any potential 
problems will be easier to 
spot before they become 
big ones. Weeds are easier 
to control. And finally, for 
people with limited time, 
patience, mobility or 
stamina, container 
gardening is ideal. 


Plants in containers do 
have some differences, 
however. They generally 
need to be watered more 
often, since they have 
limited soil in which to 
grow, and it won't hold as 
much moisture. On the 


other side of the coin, 
watering a small garden 
takes but mere minutes. 


There are a few 
precautions when 
creating a container 
garden. First, a large 
container can get quite 
heavy when full, so it 
must have a sturdy 
supporting surface, A 
deck or apartment 
balcony can safely 
support a few containers, 
but if you plan on several, 
make sure the structure 
will support the weight. 
Apartment-dwellers, 
check with the landlord 
first, and make sure what 
you have in mind will be 
permitted 


» Hanging baskets are 
another great solution. 
There are also a few more 
precautions, but not 
many. Hanging baskets 
weigh more than many 
people realize, so they 
should be securely 
fastened. For indoor 

, make sure the 

securely fastened 
to a wall stud. Never use a 
wall anchor and fasten it 
to the plaster or drywall; 
these anchors aren’t 
enough to support the 
weight. Wall studs are 
normally spaced every 16 
inches, so once you find 
the first one, it’s easy. 


Whenever you fasten a 
hanging basket, use long 
screws instead of nails. 


Large screw-in hooks are 
best.

The Edwardsville office of 
the American Red Cross is 


etting a 

Viste ge oitle room 

to grow. 

“We're 

moving to the Edwardsville 
Health Center after 75 years in 
the Bohm Building.’’ said 
Marsha Wickenhauser, 
executive director of the 
Southwestern Illinois Chapter 
of the American Red Cross. 

Wickenhauser said the move 
to the new facility on 
University Drive was 
motivated partly from need 
and partly from good fortune. 

“We really decided we 
neéded some modernization 
and upgrading of space. 
Another reason was there was 
always a parking crunch at the 
Bohm Building,’’ she said 

The good fortune came in 
the form of the Edwardsville 
Health Center, which has 
offered the space at what 
Muckenhauser calls a nominal 

fee. 

“It’s really a donation of the 
space, but it’s framed as a 
nominal fee. It’s a fiscally 
good move. We're going to 
have more space on a 
beautiful campus, and it will 
cost us less money,” she said. 

Another feature of the move 
is the availability of other 
related health care resources. 

“There’s a lab and all kinds 
of doctors and such right 
there. With us being a health 
care facility, it just made 
sense to be near other health 
care professionals,’’ 
Wickenhauser said. 

Wickenhauser reflected back 
over the years the facility was 
downtown, saying she would 
miss the people who shared 
the Bohm Building at the 
corner of Vandalia and North 
Main streets. 

She also paid tribute to the 
late Clarence Bohm, who died 
last year, saying he always 
had been supportive and 
generous to the agency. 

An open house was held last 
Monday at the University 
Drive facility. 

“We have moved in, but 
(last) Monday will be our first 
day there,’’ Wickenhauser 
said. ‘It’s a very nice modern 
building. We want to have a 
nice building for our 
volunteers to work in.’’ 

A move may be in the works 
soon for another Red Cross 
office. The Red Cross 
currently is negotiating to 
obtain larger facilities for its 
Alton office, now located at 810 
Main St. 

“We've been in our Alton ~ 
office for 48 years, and‘we’re 
bursting at the seams. Right 
now, we’re in negotiations with 
the owner of an office space 
for larger space. We would 
still keep our present facility 
for storage and training 
purposes,”’ Wickenhauser said. 

Wickenhauser hopes the 
agency will see many donors 
at the new Edwardsville office. 
She stressed that the need for 
blood donors always is great, 
but especially so at this time 
of year. 

“We served over 33,000 
people last year. In this area, 
we always use more than we 
supply.

But for Pearl, who had her 
daughter at an early age and 
missed out on youth, this 
summer is the culmination of 
a life of frustration and 
boredom.

Pearl, who feels that life has 
passed her by, meets Morten- 
sen’s character, not a charac- 
ter with an identifiable per- 
sonality but an incarnation of 
tanned virility. They have a 
few conversations and seem- 
ingly moments later are 
making love in dewy meadows 
and conveniently placed 
waterfalls.

gyrating camera 


The movie pushes us at 
every turn to cast our 
sympathies with Lane's 
character, but it’s difficult to 
root for someone who quickly 
betrays her sweet husband 
with a stranger, who abandons 
her children several times, and 
who generally seems to have 
no likable characteristics other 
than to engender pity. 
Schreiber’s character is much 
more sympathetic, and his 
pain feels real and 
heartbreaking. 


“A Walk on the Moon’’ is 
almost worth recommending 
for memorable moments with 
this family, reminiscent of a 
summer camp version of 
“Radio Days.’’ But the closer 
the movie gets to the main 
story, the less salisfying it 
becomes. If you're curious, 
wait for the video.

& Associates, which provides trend 
information to the food industry and a 


free internet site, www.foodchannel.com, 
for consumers. 

When tracking trends, the consulting 
company includes tasks like making 
macaroni and cheese from a box as 
scratch cooking “because they have to 
add the milk,” he told the St. Louis 
Home Economists in Business last week.

In the last several years research sug- 
gests tea drinking can have beneficial 
effects on the body. The information con- 
tinues to accumulate in an effort to relate 


dietary consumption to 
MEDICINE the prevention or cause 
=u of some ailment. 

Research indicates tea 
drinkers have a lower risk of developing 
heart disease or stoke. Earlier studies 
found that people who drink tea reduce 
their risk of heart disease 40 to 50 per- 
cent. This is not the end of the story. Fur- 
ther research is necessary to confirm 
these preliminary results. 

Drinking tea also may be good for the 
vascular system. Tea contains substances 
known as flavanoids. They can keep 
platelets from sticking together and there- 
fore preventing blood clots. 

Flavanoids may have other effects on 
the body, such as affecting cholesterol 
ratios and other substances involved in 
clotting. 

The antioxidant effects of tea also may 
prevent some cancers. Antioxidants extin- 
guish the harmful effects of “free radi- 
cals,” charged particles in the body which

Earlier studies indicated benefits from 
drinking green tea, which was what the 
study population drank. Investigation is 
being conducted into the effects on less 
concentrated tea drinking and whether its 
effects carry into black tea as well. 

Even though there is much research to 
be done, it doesn’t sound like a cup of tea 
each day would hurt. 

Hot or iced, freshly brewed tea con- 
tains antioxidants. Unsweetened tea has 
no fat, calories, sodium or sugar, plus 
only about half the caffeine in the same 
size cup of coffee.

Backyard tomatoes only 
a pot, seeds and TLC away

Recently catching up on 
friendly news, my friend 
Chris proudly updated for 
me the hearty status of her 
seedling tomato plants. 
This slight suggestion jolted 
my memory back to her 
yard several summers ago 


It was 
HEART-Y BITES green 
and lush, 


bursting with yellow and 
orange day lilies, pink and 
purple asters, rose clusters, 
sprinklings of pink bleeding 
hearts and tiny lilies of the 
valley. In a special section 
were the scraggly, gawky 
vines supported by dowel 
rods and wire cages tied 
with scraps of sheer 
hosiery, bearin, 

sun-ripened, crimson 
tomatoes. 

We picked the ripest 
tomatoes, washed and 
sliced them for lunch. Their 
breathtaking flavor was 
delicious. 

“IT guess I’m too late to 
start any homegrown 
tomatoes,”’ I said 
noncommittally. Compared 
to Chris, neither of my 
thumbs is even slightly 
green. 

Though Chris had started 
her seeds the last week of 
February, she assured me I 
was not too late for a 
summer harvest if I started 
seeds over the next couple 
weeks. If I looked toward 
an early fall harvest, she 

said, I was way too early. 
June would be the ideal 
time for starting those 
seeds. 

It is easier to eat five 
fruits and vegetables each 
day when they can be 
picked from a pot on the 
porch or from a garden. 
Caring for the plants and 


watching them grow is 
rewarding. Plus, varieties 
grown at home always 
seem to taste best. - 

Her encouragement was 

etting the attention of\my 
inertia. With a few 
instructions from the 
‘“‘master,’’ I would be on 


my way. 

Chris begins by making 
several holes in the bottom 
of small foam cups. She 
places them on a tray with 
sides to catch draining 
water, and nearly fills them 
with planting or seed 
starting mix,which is 
available at any garden 
shop. _s 

She moistens the mix, 
places 3 tomato seeds in 
each cup, then covers the 
seeds with a thin layer of 
mix and moistens the top 
layer. A mister bottle 
assures watering the soil 
without drenching it or 
displacing seeds from their 
soil. 

Each cup then is covered 
with a clear plastic cup 
placed upside down within 
the foam cup. A light cover 
of plastic wrap over each 
cup creates the same effect 
of a miniature green house. 

The mini solarium should 
be placed in a warm (about 
65°) area. Like Chris, I can 
use the top of the 
refrigerator. The planting 
mix should be kept moist. 
In about a week, the first 
fragile tiny leaf on either 
side will sprout. 

Once sprouts spring, light 
is the key to prosperity. , 

Though a bright window 

sill is best during the day, 

the tiny plants should be 
moved out of any possible 
chill or draft from dropping 
night temperatures. The 
plant can be moved back to 
its original warm spot with 

or without the addition of a 


fluorescent night light. 

The plastic cup or wrap 
should be removed as 
tomato seedlings grow to 
need more room. When the 
plants eventually produce 
mature leaves, they are 
ready to be separated and 
replanted into small 
individual pots. As they 
grow, they may need to be 
replanted again into even 
larger pots until the last 
chance of frost passes 
they can be planted in the 
ground. 

Before I could get be 
from her expertise, Chris 
shared her disclaimer 
course, you can alway 
your tomato plants.””

The tradition of Easter Seals 
began when the Soéiety for 
Crippled Children, founded in 
1919, used the stickers as a 
fund-raising tool, said Maureen 
Cunningham, director of 
development and marketing 
for the St. Louis Affiliate. The 
St. Louis program began in 
1927 

The national organization 
took on the name of Easter 
Seal Society because of the 
popularity of the colorful 
stickers and because that’s 
how the public related to them, 
Cunningham said. 

Each year in St. Louis, about 
3,000 children and their 
caretakers receive help from 
the Easter Seal Society, she 
said. 

“We take a family approach 
so, in addition to helping the 
child directly, we also teach 
the parents how to be an 
advocate for their children and 
what their child’s going to 
need for their special needs,”’ 
Cunningham said 

Referrals come from 
hospitals, physicians, Head 
Start, First Step and the 


United Way, she said. Word 
spreads from parent to parent, 
too. 

The Easter Seal Society 
helps children from newborn to 
3 who need physical therapy, 
occupational therapy and 
developmental assistance. 
They also offer speech therapy 
for children from 9 months to 
12. Some programs are offered 

roup settings, some in the 
children’s homes. 

Through the Easter Seal 
programs, some disabled 
children are able to learn 
computer skills that increase 
their independence. For 
example, a child who can’t yet 
speak may learn to touch a 
computer pad with a word 
describing his needs. 

Even after children leave 
Easter Seal programs, the 
staff tries to provide helpful 
information to the, sparents, 
Cunningham said@*"The staff 
really becomes involved with 
the family’s life,’’ she said. 
“It's tremendous.”* 

About 40 percent of support 
for the Easter Seal Society 
comes from donations and 
special events, she said. The 
rest comes from sales of 
Easter Seals, the government, 
fees collected on a sliding 
scale and the United Way
